As the result 
of a thesls on the same subject he 
was awarded the degree of M.Se, by 
the University of Birmingham. In 
Hongkong he made a prolonged study 
of the problems affecting air- 
conditloning in the tropics.

Committce’s Report 


Nearly a year and a_ half has 
passed since I had the privilege of 
addressing Congregation. At that 
tlme the able and practical report 
of the committec,- appointed by Sir 
Andrew Caldecott to review con- 
ditions in the University, and to make 
recommendations for thelr omeliora- 
tion, was under conslderatlon by the 
governing bodics of the University, 
and for that reason, comment thereon 
was not possible on that’ occasion. 
In the Interim not only has that re- 
port been published, but many of its 
recommendations alrcady have been 
put into effect. While none of the 
resulting changes were fundamental, 
they have served very usefully in 
clarifying certain issues, some of. 
which had been long in debate, and 
especially in simplifying the ad- 
mintstration of the University. Their 
formulation. has at last enabled the 
University Ordinance to be complete- 
revised. .Thanks to Mr. J. 
Fraser's able industry, a more precise 
and better ordered instrument will 
express our constitution as soon as 
the next volume of the Revised Laws 
appears, and that I belleve will be 
very soon, : 

The Regulations of the University 
which govern the teaching and dis- 
elpline of students: are also under 
revision, chiefly to give effect to two 
resolutions of the Senate, Ceuncil and

tain that our existing accommoda- 
tion, which, after all, was intended 
for Chinese Iiternture, will before 
long be unable to cope with that 
demand. An adequate University 
Library, therefore, stands near the 
forefront of qur necessities. Un- 
fortunately, it js one which Hes out- 
side the rango of practical politica so 
far as University funds are con- 
cerned, at any rate for very many 
years to come. I am, however, not 
without hope that some yet unknown 
benefactor may appear ond thus 
endow us. It would: indeed be a 
noble monumiit to a citizen of this 
Colony: and © insting memorial of 


his ‘munificence. 


Future Development 


I have alrendy mentloned the re- 
port of the Committee which os 
Chancellor I nppolnted to advise upon 
the future development of the Unl- 
versity. Thot report has jist been 
published: it is.aon extremely valu- 
nble document and I gladly render 
the thanks of the University to its 
-members.- In- particular I-\wish‘- to 
express our gratitude to Mr. Hon 
Lthswu and to the Chinese Ministry 
of Education for his participation in 
the Committee's Inbourss he gave 
invaluable help from the alle 
important angle of China’s require 
ments of us. The reasons for the 
appointment of the Committee ap- 
pear in the first chopter of the re- 
port. They may be summarized as 
a desire to ascertain why the Unl- 
versity, had failed In one of Sts 
original purposes, viz. that it should 
serve its great neighbour China and, 
secondly, haw that objective might 
be nttained. 

In effect the Committce's findings 
can be divided into two categories, 
one of which concerns the cur- 
rilculum, the other being concerned 
more with underlying principles. As 
regards the former, nt an carly stage, 
the Committee reached the conclu- 
ston that the education given at the 
Hongkong University Js not up to 
University standard of elther Great 
Britain or China, and that unless a 
higher standard can be attained there 
a decline tn one stil lower js bound 
to happen. Following that Une of 
thought they considered {n turn 
every aspect of the University’s 
teaching and equipment in order to 
discover the right lines of progress. 
They prefaced their recommendations 
with the ‘caveat’ that. “they are to 
be rend as contingent onthe tinding, 
from one source or onother, of Inge 
sums of money.” Into the detalls of 
thelr advice I do not propose.to 
enter this evening. The schemocre- 
quires close examination by the 
statutory authorities of the Univer- 
sity and an exploration of financial 
possibilities before public comment 
can be of ninterial advantage.’ - 

The second category, which is con- 
cerned with fundamentals, may again 
be usefully subdivided into the 
material and the psychological. On 
the material side, the point is, mado 
that In order to be of service to 
China, the University must make re- 
sidence here not merely attractive 
to students In China, it must also 
™maoke it reasonably possible for 
them-to live here. I will quote from 
a note which I recently received from 
the Vice-Chancellor on this subject. 

Relatively High Charges 

"If this University is to be not 
merely a sign but an active agency 
of British goodwill to China, its 
doors ‘must be much more widely 
open to students from Ching. A cone 
splcuous obstacle to the free entry 
of Chinese {s the relatively high scale 
of charges In this University.

So much for .materlal considera~- 
tiona., Turning to the psychological 
alde, the Committee suggests two 
means by which the Unlveralty could 
draw closer to Chinese higher educa- 
tlon, The first is the cstablishment 
of a central Universities Bureau for 
China, The proposed Bureau would 
servo os a centre for the collection 
and._ dissemination. .of. information . 
about Universities, for the discussion 
of educational problems and generale 
ly os an appolntments agency. That - 
auggestion, of course, is primarily 
a matter for the Chinese Ministry of 
Education: 1 {cel sure, however, that 
for their part the Hongkong Univer- 
sity authoritics would willingly take 
an active part in such an institution, 
The second means proposed by them 
{s the organisation of the inter- 
change of University teachers, no 
matter in which we could depend on 
the valuable assistance of the Sino~ 
British Cultural Relations Associa- 
tion, The Committee also re- 
commended the appointment to our 
staff of more graduates from the 
Universities of China. . 

These recommendations are, to my 
mind, notable for insight and vision. 
They will, of course, have close con- 
sideration by the Council and the 
Court In due course. Whatever cone 
clusions those bodies may reach they 
will, I am sure, wholeheartedly en- 
dorse the Committee’s remark that 
a necessary condition of our devclop= 
ment is that we must co-operate with 
ond not seek to compete with tho 
Chinese Univeraitics. : 

There Is, however, one question 
which {s ralsed in Chapter XI of the 
report which, I think, calls for: in- 
vestigation by an expert committee 
before it can usefully go before the .

south-west of the Colony, while in 
the evening it had moved in a west- 
north-westerly direction to threaten 
the coast near Kwongchowwan. : 

The weather in Hongkong’ {s ex- 
pected to gradually improve. 

At .6 am. yesterday the typhoon 
was only 40 miles south of Gap Rock, 
moving west-north-west, and gain- 
ing in Intensity, It maintained a 
steady direction, however, and it fs 
no longer possible that the depres- 
sion will enter the coast near the 

.| Colony. . 

At first 
kong, the typhoon became almost 
slalonary about 60 or 70 miles south 
of here’ and gradually filled up. 
Later, however, the depression be- 
came more severe and again tool on 
the intensity of a typhoon, but luckily 
moved off away from the Colony. - 


FISHERFOLK SUFFER — 


Junk’s Crew Saved By 
Japanese Steamer 


The rough weather, experienced 
near the Colony during the past fow 
days resulted In several mishaps to 


fisher fol}. 

Eleven ople were rescued from 
drowning by passing steamers. 

So Lat; 40-year-old master of a 
fishing junk, residing nt Sam Kwong 
village, lost his boat, valued at $1,100, 
und goods valued at several hundre 
dollars, at noon on May 28. 

In a report to the police So stated 
that there were five others on board. 
They sailed about 50 miles out to 
sea, off Sal Mel Hol Fong, when a 
sudden squall arose. The wind 
caught the three sails causing the 
boat to list and she began to take 
water, The occupants were thrown 
into the water. 

They clung on to the boat for four 
hours, drifting all the time, when 
they sighted a steamer, With great 
dificulty they managed to attract the 
attention of the steamer which turned 
out to be o Jnpanese: tramp, the 
Syogen Maru. The Japanese lower- 
ed rope Indders and rescued all the 
men but the boat and all the goods 
were lost. 

A similar experience befell Ching 
Kau, a 29-year-old boat master of 
Knap Chl village, and four others, on 
May 27. They were fishing about 20 
miles from Kap Chi village when 
about six ‘a.m, on Saturday oa squall 
arose and their boot sank. The five 
men were drifting for several hours 
clinging to bits of wood. About 
fifteen miles from Waglan a passing 
Dutch steamer sighted them. and 
picked them up.

Police Interpreter On 
Serious Charge 


Committal proceedings, against Un 
Shul-kh 23, police interpreter, charg- 
ed with demanding money with 
menaces, was commenced before Mr. 
E. Himsworth at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday, Un Is alleged to 
have. on April 24, extorted $110 from 
Lau Hel-yuk, at the Hip On Club, 
Gilles Avenue, Hunghom, os a fee 
due to hlm as an Interpreter, and 
demanding §110, with menaces, 


Mr. J. B. Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, assisted by Sub-Inspector 
C. Mottram prosecuted, while Un was 
represented by Mr, C. d'Abnada, 


Opening the case, Mr Prentis said 
it concerned oman named Lau Hel- 
yul, from whom the prosecution 
alleged Un extorted $110. Lau was 
a former carpenter of the Kowloon 
Docks, and a member of the kal fon 
of the Hunghom district, : 

A dinner was given at the Tai 
Koon Restaurant, Yaumati, on April 
22 to celebrate the successful con- 
clusion of the theatrical performance 
held for the Kwan Yum (Goddess of 
Mercy) festival, and as Lau was the 
treasurer, hid to stay behind after 
the dinner to settle (he accounts, 
‘He stayed in Yauniati that night as 
tt was rather late when he finished 
paying the account, 


Tendered Bad Coins 


The -next morning, Lau boarded a 
bus for Hunghoi and gave a ten 
cent piece for the fare, which the 
conductor refused ns it was bad. 
Lau gave another one which was 
also no good ns he tendered a $10 


note which was refused by the con- 


ductor, An argument occurred, and 
Lau -suggested they- ull go-to the 
Hunghom Pollce station, 


Inapector J. Edwards was on duty 
at that tine, and an interpreter, Wan 
Wal-yee was told to find out the 
fucts of the case, In the meantime, 
Lau was pliced In the dock, and 
when Un came on duty, the facts 
wore explained to him by Wan. * 


Later, Un was asked by Inspector 
Edwirds if he knew Lau, and replied 
that he did. 


Lau was then taken to the Chinese 
deteclive's room by Un, a8 Inspector 
Edwurds had made up hls mind not 
to prefer a charge against him. The 
reason for taking Lau to the room 
was to explain that having bad colns 
was a serious thing, ‘ . 

Jn whs instructed to explain that 
to Lau, but instead of that, sald— 
“Are you prepared to pay wine 
money to the Inspector In order to 
have the charge settled.” 

Lau replied that it was not a 
serous offence, and wanted to iknow 
whit it was all about. 

Un then told Lau that if he did 
not settle it, he would be remanded 
to the Court {n the morning, and 
would get three years when the case 
was sent to the Sesslons, 


Amount Agreed On 


A further discussion on the amount 
to be paid was ide, and eventually 
Un apreed to accept $120. They both 
left the room to get the money, as 
Lau had only $10 in his possession, 

Both parties went to the Hip On 
Club in Gillies Avenue, a distance 
of about five or six minutes from the 
Station arriving. about 10.55 a.m, 
‘Lau asked the secretary If he had 
any money In the safe, and asked for 
wu lon of $100 which was handed to 
Un. Un said he wanted $120, but 
necepted $110, and then left the Club, 

Mr, Prentis then dealt with the 
lime factor in the case, and sald that 
while Un wus absent from the 
Station, an Indian constable arrived 
ut 10.50. No interpreter could be

found until about 11.10, when defen- 
dant-returned-to-the charge-room. .- 

A complaint wns made by Lau and 
others at the Club the next day, and 
uz n result, Un was arrested, 


Un, when arrested, safd—"It is 
nonsense. I was on duty from 10 
nm, and I was engaged by the 
Inspector to take statements.” 


Un was recognised at an Identi- 
fication parade by four men from 
the Club as the person who had calle 
cd that morning. Onc man failed to 
identify him. These men had stated 
that they had not known Un pre-e 
viously, 


Evidence corroboraing the opening 
was glven by Lau Hel-yulk, 


Questioned by Mr. d’Almada, Lats 
said he had borrowed the money 
from the Club that morning, but had 
intended to pay it back later. 


The secretary had asked no ques- 
tions when he asked for the $100 
that-moraing as he was the treasurer, 

You were in the station from 7.20 
an. to 10.45 am. that morning.— 
Yes, 

And you were not very pleased 
about it—-No, ; 

Did you tell the defendant, "You 
know who Iam.

"(No Longer A Menace | 
To Hongkong 


» All danger to the Colony from the 
typhoon which for’ 48 houra was 
almost statlonary just outside Hong- 
kong is now delinitely passed. 


At 2 p.m. yesterday, the typhoon 
was centred about 100 miles to the 
south-west ofthe. Colony, while In 
the evening it had moved In o west- 
north-westerly direction to threaten 
the coast. near Kwongchowwan. 


The weather in Hongkong {s ¢x- 
pected to gradually jmprove. 1 


At 6G am. yesterday the typhoon 
was'only 40 miles south of Gup Rock, 
moving west-north-west, and gain- 
ing in intensity. It maintained a 
steady direction, -however, and-it- Is 
no longer possible that the depres- 
sion will enter the coast near the 
Colony. 


At first-headed directly for Hong- 
kone. the typhoon brceame almost 
stutfonary about 60 or 70 miles south 
of here and gradually filled up: 
Later, however, the depression be- 
came more severe and again took on 
the Intensity of a typhoon, but luckily 
moved off away from the Colony. 


FISHERFOLK SUFFER 


Junk’s Crew Sayed ‘By 
Japanese Steamer 


The rough weather experienced 
near the Colony during the past few 
days resulted th several mishaps to 
fisher folk. we 


Eleven people were rescued from 
drowning by passing steamers. 


So Lal, 40-year-old master of a 
fishing Junk, residing at Sam Kwong 
village, lost his boat, valued at $1,100, 
und goods valucd at several hundred 
dollars, at noon on May 28. 


In a report to the police So stated 
that there were five others on board. 
They snalled about 50 miles out to 
sen, off Sal Mei Hol Fong, when a 
sudden squall arose. The wind 
caught the three sails causing the 
boat to list and she began to take 
water... The occupants were thrown 
into the water. 


They clung on to the boat for four 
hours, drifting all the time, when 
they slghted a steamer. With great 
difficulty they managed to attract the 
attention of the steamer which turned 
out to be a Jnopanese tramp, the 
Syogen Maru. The Japanese lower- 
ed rope Iadders and rescued all the 
men but the boat.and-all the goods 
were lost. 

A similar experience. befell Ching 


Kap Chi village, and:four, others, on 
May .27, They were fishing about, 20 
when 
about six a.m,:on Saturday a squall 
arose and thelr boat sank, The five 
men were ‘drifting for several hours 
clinging to bits of wood, ° About 
fifteen miles from. Woglan o passing 
Dutch steamer sighted *them and 
picked them up. .

Belfast, May 30.

houses for gas-masks, made a pile in 
the streets, poured petrol over it and 
burnt it. 

Order was finally restored - after 
flying squads and armoured cars had 
appeared on the scene,.—Trans-Ocean. 


SWINDLE ALLEGATION 
Women Lose Large Stocls 
Of Clothing 


Investigation by the police follow- 
ing o report by three women who 
alleged they had been swindled by 
two Chinese of goods: valued at 
$2,418, led to the arrest of two men. 

Before Mr. R. Edwards at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday, Leung 
Kang-wu, 32, and Wan Kin, 48, were 
charged with conspiracy to defraud, 
and larceny of 60 dozen children's 
suitings, 30 dozen womtn’s under- 
wenr,; and 30 dozen dresses. 

Complainants are Kwok Ngan- 
ying, Lam Ngan, ond Kwok Yuk- 
chhn. ° 

The police said that on April 7, 
Leung and Wan rented a portion of 
the ground floor of a house in Con- 
naught Road Central, and hung a 
sign board, “Tal ¥lng Co,” saying 
they bought embroidered work. 
They did no business for three or 
four weeks, until May 12, when three 
women brought them some goods, 
When the women. left the premises, 
Leung and Wan packed e© goods 
and were not seen until May 18, 
when they wero arrested in Wanchal. 

Leung Yee-mul, principal tenant, 
said Wan gave her $10 as deposit for 
the hiring of the fint. On May 12, 
she noticed three women bring goods 
to the flat. When the women left the 
shop Leung and Wan put the goods 
into sacks and was not seen again. 

Lam Ngan said that with the other 
two Women she brought the goods 
ordered by Leung to tho. Tat Ying. 
They were told to return to the shop 
the _ next morning to collect the 
money as tht goods were not 
thoroughly checked. | When they 
called the following day. the men 
were not there. a

Re- 
search is cnrried out In some depart- 
ments under heart-brealcing condl- 
tions, in others not nt all; accommo- 
dation is cramped, the science depart- 
ments are overcrowded « and many 
urgent needs remain unsatisfied, 

This part of the report makes 
particularly doleful reading. 

Jt is emphasised that the situntion 
in Shanghal has been, and Js, giving 
cause for grave anxiety in respect of 
the University's investments, ) 

A sum of $3,586,529.75 of the 
University is invested 
in Shanghal, The income from these 
“investments has been sadly depleted, 
and the reduced income that . was 
received has suffered further reduc- 
tlon owing to the fall In the exchange 
value of the Shanghai dollar.’ 


Endowments Deercase 


The prospects are problematical 
says the report, und it is impossible 
to estimate what the eventual posi- 
tion in Shanghai will be. 

Since 1933 income from general 
endowments has decreased by $72,200, 
and the tots! income for 1033 was 
$38,819 less thin in 1933 when the 
Income amsunted to $1,055,180.62. 

In addition, expenditure has’ ex- 
ceeded income for the last two years, 
there being a loss of $3,160 in 1937 
and of $17,314 ast year. 


Precarious’Source 
More than onc half of the income 


‘| from endowments comes from sterling 


¢ecurities which are regarded as 
safe and godd, but two-thirds of the 
balance Is Shanghai investments, once 
considered first-class, but which to- 
day, says the report, can only be 
described os precarious. 

Thanks to'an excess of Income over 
expenditure for 1934, 1035 and 1936, 
the end of last year found.a credit 
surplus amounting to $83,160.53. 
This sum represents the only fund 
against which deficits on the ‘annual 
working can be adjusted, It lies in 
the general investinent ~fund-of-the 
University and is carning Interest 
which goes to the general muinten- 
once of the University. 

Any reduction of this fund, either 
to mect deficits or to finance capital 
Items of expenditure, involves 2

to provide for depreciation on build~

Tt the University is to maintain its 
position and fulfil the purpose for 
which it was founded it must move 
with the thnes and with world pro- 
wress. It cannot stand still: It must 
vo forward or it will inevitably go 
back. Further development = {s 
essential and this postulates more 
funds, 


In spite of the grant received from 
the Boxer Indemnity Fund and the 
increased Government subvention, {t 
has been very diMcult to do much 
more than maintain what we have, 
Some improvements have been effect- 
ed but little real development has 
been possible during the past few 
years, © . 

The reduction In the normal rate 
af interest on Investments and losses 
due to exchange have hit the Univer- 
sity very hardly and unless further 
financial help ‘is forthcoming the 
future Is discouraging. 

Another sectlon of the «report 
reveals that during 1938 the total 
number of students enrolled was 404 
men and 112 women, which is the 
highest for five years. 

Elghty-eight of the 488 ‘under- 
praduates In ‘1938 were scholarship 
holders, 


Tuition Costs 


Referring to the tuftlon fees; the 
report says: ‘It is: frequently urged, 
vhen the questom of attracting: 
students from the interlor of China 
|to Hongkong is being discussed, that 
the fees charged by Hongkong 
University are too high and that they 
should be reduced to about the same 
level a3 those charged at Universities 
in China. _ 

“This contention seems to overlool: 
the very essence of'the scheme for 
founding «a British University at 


-|Hongkong—namely the provision of 


western higher education with a 
western atmosphere and western 
amenities, by the recruitment of pro- 
fessors and lecturers of high academic 
status from Grent Britain, by main- 
tnining a standard equal to that of 
English Universities, and by organis- 
Ing its residential system on western 
nes, - 

“The cost of the education provided 
in Hongkong University fs therefore 
bound to be much higher than that 
provided by Universltles In China. 

“Besides the raison d'etre of the 
University of Hongkong is not to com- 
pete with Chinese Universities ‘but to 
render complementary servi¢e and ‘to 
promote a good understanding: and 
friendship between British and 
Chirtese.’ 

“This Ideal can.be better fostered 
by the Institution of scholarships and 
fellowshlps to enable students from 
Chinn to take advantage of what 
Hongkong has to offer rather than by 
aiming at a reductlon of tuition fees.

Income from University fees last 
year mounted to $243,321.80 and 
constituted a record. 

From 1934 to 1938 the averagesan- 
nual Income from tuition fees alone 
was $168,300, and the total Income of 
the University from all sources dur- 
Ing the same period was $4,775,333.83 
or an average of $955,060.76 a year. 

The income derived from fees re- 
presents 15.0 per cent. of the 
totnl income, In State ond other 
universities ‘in China-the percentage 
is about 11.5.5". 

It costs the University about $1,- 
867.07 yearly.to provide education 
for a medical student; $1,014.91 for an 
engineering student, nnd $1,446.75 for 
an arts student.. Against this the 
University. receives a sum of $400 a 
year from ‘each student who ts not 
enjoying a free scholarship, *

“For purposes of insurance, the 
buildings of the University are ~ralued 
at shout one and a half million 
dollars. y 

-“On the-other hand, the site, which 
belongs to Government,.is held by 
the University qnly so long as it is 
used fer University purposes. Its 
value must have increased enormous- 
ly by the spread of the town on three 
sides of It.. -We do not think that the 
lond -is cconomically used as a 
University site. 

Signs Of Ago 

“Further the buildings already are 
showlng signs of age. Some of them 
are not well constructed, and few are 
well designed, The fnadequacy of 
Inboratories has been, for years, ‘in 
the minds of the administrative 
authorities of the University. 

“In the Main Bullding work is 
diMecult to organize because there are 
so few class rooms large cnough to 
ho}d a suMcicnt number of students. 
The Hostels are comfortable und well 
designed. Staff? houses ore moder- 
ately satisfactory but have nelther 
the spaciousness of the older houses 
in the town nor the comforts of the 
newer, ig . 

“We believe that it is agalnst public 
economy that the University should 
continue itn occupy a site that, 
through the development of Victoria, 
has become so valuable and that It 
would be in the interest of the order- 
ly development of the town that the 
University should be moved ns soon 
as possible. 

“For the development of . the 
University a much larger site, fur- 
ther away from the town, yet near a 
hospital suitable for teaching, Is 
needed, and for the convenicnce of 
the fraction of students who live in 
thelr own homes, it must have 
adequate communications with’ the 
town. It would not be dificult to 
specify an area that satisfies these 
conditions. 

“We recommend that, if and when 
a transfer jis made, Government 
should be asked to contribute to- 
wards the cost the difference between 
the value of the old and -the new 
sites, It is believed that this would 
be a substantial sum, 

““Werwish to Iny it down clearly 
that we do not believe that the pro- 
ject of transfer should be allowed to 
interfere with the building projects 
already In hand for these reasons:

No Longer A Menace

All danger to the Colony from the |” 


typhoon which for 48 hours was 
almost stationary just outside Hong- 
kong is now definitely passed. 

At 2 p.m, yesterday the typhoon 
Was centred about 100 miles to the 
south-west of the Colony, while In 
the evening it had moved in a west- 
north-westerly direction to threaten 
the coast near Kwongchowwan. 

The weather. in Hongkong Is ex- 
pected to gradually “{mprove. 

At 6 am. yesterday the typhoon 
was only 40 miles south of Gap Rock, 
moving west-north-west, and ‘gain- 
Ing in Intensity, It maintained a 
stendy direction, however, and it fs 
no longer possible that the depres- 
sion will enter the codst near the 
Colony. 

At first headed directly for Hong- 
kong, the typhoon became . almost 
stutlonary about 60 or 70 miles south 
of here and gradually filled up. 
Later, however, the depression be- 
came more severe and again took on 
the intensity of a typhoon, but luckily 
moved off away from the Colony.
